Claims 6-15, 17, 18, 20-25, 27, 28 were previously allowed. The amendment to 
claim 1 , lines 8-1 3 overcome the prior art rejection to claims 1 -5, 26. The double 
patenting rejection to claims 1-5, 26 is overcome in view of the amendment to claim 1 
above; the double patenting rejection of sole remaining claim 16 is withdrawn as not 
being obvious over claims 31 and 34 of '257 due to various differences in claim 
processing and scope.
